Bone dust is a fertilizer, on account of the 
phosphate of lime which it contains, and, prob- 
ably, large quantities of minerals, consisting 
essentially of the same substance, may be found 
in America as they have been in the hop-grow- 
ing districts of England, The green sandstone, 
as in a part of New Jersey, is the probable lo- 
cality of such a mineral. 

The same substance is found in limestone, 
which contains from two to five per cent., which 
imparts to limestones their different fertilizing 
power. A ton of lime ordinarily contains 
about the same amount of phosphate as two 
bushels of bone dust, and may be found in con- 
nection with the limestones of New England, 
New York and Canada. 

Another branch of geology which is intimate- 
ly connected with agriculture, includes what 
are called drifis. Where a river flows through 
a great extent of country, it carries down from 
the mountains, and deposits on its banks not 
only vegetable matter, but soil and mud. So 
in the primitive period of the world, where the 
earth was mostly submerged in water, there
